Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama, 

FOR    THE 

Scholastic  Years  1896-97  and  1897-98. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  op  Alabama  : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Section  3679 
of  the  Code  of  Alabama,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  make  to  your  Honorable  Body,  at  each 
session  thereof,  a  full  report  of  their  transactions  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  University,  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  by  the  undersigned  committee  ap- 
pointed by  that  body,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  scholastic  years  beginning,  respectively, 
October,  1st,  1896,  and  October  1st,  1897,  and  ending 
respectively,  June  15th,  1897,  and  June  20th,  1898. 

During  the  year  1895-96  the  total  number  of  students 
in  attendance  at  the  University,  as  shown  by  our  report 
to  the  General  Assembly,  was  185.  During  the  scho- 
lastic year  1896-97  there  were  enrolled  in  the  Academic 
Department  of  the  University  131,  five  of  whom  were 
young  women,  and  in  the  Law  Department  36,  making 
the  total  enrollment  of  167,  of  which  number  35  of  the 
acedemic  students  and  4  of  the  law  class  either  resigned 
or  left  before  commencement,  leaving  in  all  in  attend- 
ance at  the  commencement  in  June,  1897,  128*  Of 
which  body  there  were  18  graduates  taking  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  four  taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  and  two  taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Mining  Engineering,  and  26  taking  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Law. 


In  1897-98  the  enrollment  of  the  Academic  department 
was  187,  of  whom  15  were  young  women,  as  against  5 
young  women  the  year  before.  In  the  law  department 
the  enrollment  was  9.  Forty-one  of  those  enrolled  in 
the  Academic  department  had  rssigned  or  left  before  the 
commencement  in  June,  18V^8,  leaving  present  at  the 
Commencement  in  June,  1898,  146  in  the  Academic  de- 
partment, as  against  96  at  the  commencement  in  June, 

1897,  And  of  the  law  students  four  had  resigned  or  left, 
leaving  five  in  the  law  class,  at  the  time  .of  the  com- 
mencement in  June,  1898. .  ,  , 

The  total  number  present  altogether  at  the  commence- 
ment in  June,  1898,  was  151,  against  128  present  at  the 
commencement  in  June,  1897.  There  were  no  law 
graduates  during  the  years  1897-L898.  This  grew  out 
of  the  fact,  hereafter  to  be  more  particularly  referred  to, 
that  in  June,  1896,  a  two  years'  course  was  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  graduation  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Law.     Of,  the  academic  students  of  ,1897- 

1898,  at  the  commencement  in  June,  1898,  14;  were 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  ;  Arts, ._,  three 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  two  with  the 
degree  of.  Master  of  Arts  in  Course.  It  is  with  pride 
and  pleasure  that  we  call  your  to  the  fact  that  witrj  the 
scholastic  year  1897-1898  there  began  an  increased  at- 
tendance in  the  University,  and  especially  is,  this  to  be 
noticed  with  reference  to  the  number  of  youngvwomen 
who  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered 
them  by  this  institution,  to  acquire  higher  education  in 
all  of  its  departments,  under  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Board  at  its  June  session,  1896.  And  this  increased 
attendance  has  not  abated,  but  is  shown  to  be  still  going 
on,  by  the  fact  that,  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  1898- 

1899,  in  October,  1898,  and  up  to   the  time  of  this  writ- 


ing,  there  have  matriculated  180  students  in  the  Acada- 
mic  Department  and  23  students  of  law  in  the  law  class. 
Of  the  1.80  in  the  Academic  department  there  are  26  young 
women,  as  compared  to  15  during  the  year  1897-1898. 
The  total  enrollment  to  date  is  203  as  against  196  the 
year  before . 

The  67th  Annual  Commencement,  which  was  cele- 
brated in  June,  1&98,  was  notable  for  the  very  large  at- 
tendance, of  the  Alumni  of  the  University,  from  nearly 
every  part  of  the  State,  whose  increased  and  increasing 
interest  in  all  that  partains  to  the  welfare  of  the  institu- 
tion, is  a  harbinger  of  brighter  days  and  of  greater 
prosperity. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  June  1897, 
the  Hon.  R.  B.  Rhett,  of  Huntsville,  having  resigned, 
the  Hon.  William  Richardson,  appointed  to  succeed  Col. 
Rhett,  took  his  seat  in  the  Board  as  a  representative  of 
the  8th  Congressional  District ;  and  the  Hon.  William  T. 
Northington,  the  Representative  of  the  5th  District  hav- 
ing resigned,  the  Hon.  Daniel  Pratt,  of  Prattville  ap- 
pointed in  his  place,  was  present  to  represent  the  5th 
District  for  the'first  time.  At  the  meeting  in  June  1897 
the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  releasing  the  senior  class 
from  military  duties  and  dicipline  and  required  them  to 
board  out  of  barracks;  thus  leaving  the  Freshmen, 
Sophomore  and  Junior  classess  to  constitute  the  Corps 
of  Cadets.  At  the  same  session  of  the  Board  (in  June 
1897)  to  keep  pace  with  the  purpose  and  intension  of  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  which  was  approved  February 
18th,  1897  and  which  was  entitled  "An  Act  to  prescribe 
the  duties  and  qualifications  of  attorneys  and  councellors 
at  law  and  regulate  their  admission  to  practice  in  the 
courts  of  the  State" ,  which  prescribed  a  more  rigid  ex- 
amination and  a  higher  standard   for  admission  to  the 
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Bar ;  and  because,  by  thb  provision  of  Section  7  of  that 
Act,  as  well  as  by  the  provision  of  rule  23  prescribed  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  a  diploma  from  the 
University  of  Alabama,  conferring  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Law,  entitled  such  graduate  to  admission  without 
examination,  the  Board  of  Trustees  materially  enlarged 
the  course  of  study  in  the  law  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity, to  such  an  extent  as  a  require  a  two  years  study  for 
graduation,  and  increased  the  tuition  in  the  law  depart- 
ment from  $50  to  $75  per  annum.  To  this  largely,  if  not 
almost  altogether,  is  to  attributed  the  fact  that  the  matri- 
culation in  the  law  department  of  the  University  during 
the  years- 189 7-1898  fell  from  36,  to  year  before,  to  9. 
And  as  we  expecced  it  would  be,  the  attendance  in  the 
law  department,  beginning  with  October  1898,  has  in- 
creased to  23  members. 

There  is  another  feature  to  which  we  beg  to  call  your 
attention.  It  is  the  increased  age  and  maturity  of  the 
young  men  now  in  attendance  at  the  University.  More 
marked  in  this  respect  than  it  has,  perhaps,  ever  been  be 
fore.  In  June  1897  the  Board  of  Trustees,  encouraged 
to  do  so  by  the  additional  appropriation  of  $10,000  for 
the  calendar  year  1898  and  alike  amount  for  the  calen- 
dar year  1899,  the  first  $5,000  of  which  became  payable  on 
the  1st,  day  of  January,  1898,  determined  to  add  the  im- 
portant chair  and  school  of  Biology  to  the  university 
course,  and  elected  Dr.  John  T.  Graham  of  New  York  as 
the  Professor  in  that  department.  And  at  the  same  time 
the  Board  of  Trustees  availing  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity given  them  by  such  appropriation,  some- 
thing they  could  have  not  have  done  without  it,  deter- 
mined to  reduce  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  students 
in  barracks,  from  $172.50  to  $130  each  per  annum.  Al- 
though no  portion  of  the   $10,000  appropriation  for  the 
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calendar  year  1898  became  available  until  January  1st, 
1898,  and  although  the  Board  for  many  years  previously 
had  been  compelled  in  order  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses which  was  a  charge  upon  the  university  fund  (of 
$24,000)  and  to  supplement  that  fund  to  charge  each 
student  an  incidental  fee  of  $15,  and  add  certain  other 
extra  charges  amounting  in  all  to  $42.50  it  relieved  the 
the  student  body  of  these  extra  charges,  doing  away  with 
the  incidental  fee  altogether  and  reducing  the  board  of 
the  cadets  from  $12  per  month  to  $10  per  month  thereby 
working  out  the  reduction  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  a 
cadet  from  $172.50  to  $130  per  academic  year  of  nine 
months.  No  tuition  is  charged  to  bona  fide  residents  of 
Alabama.  The  character  of  board  which  is  furnished 
the  students  of  the  university  at  $10  per  month  is  in  all 
respects,  we  can  safely  say,  first  class.  The  $130  in- 
cludes washing,  lights,  fuel  and  servants,  attendant,  for 
the  session  of  38  weeks. 

At  the  session  of  the  Board  in  Ju'ie,  1897,  the  Medical 
College  at  Mobile,  Alabama,  which  has  always  been  so 
in  name,  became,  in  fact,  a  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity ;  and  by  appropriate  legislation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  the  union  between  the  Mobile  Medical  College 
and  the  University  of  Alabama  was  perfected  ;  and,  by 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  graduates  of  the 
Medical  Department  receive  their  diplomas  from  the 
University.  The  relation  thus  established  between  the 
Medical  Department  at  Mobile  and  the  University  is 
more  intimate  and  more  closely  connected  than  the  Med- 
ical School  of  Nashville  with  the  Vanderbilt  University, 

of  which  it  is  a  part.  By  the  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erning such  cases,  the  graduates  in  the  school  of  Chem- 
istry at  the  University  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  studies 
in  that  department  when  entering  the  medical  depart- 
ment at  Mobile. 
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At  the  same  session  of  the  Board  James  K.  Powers, 
L.  L  D.,  was  elected  President  of  the  University  for  the 
term  of  three  years.  Professor  George  0.  Wilkins  of 
New  York  was  elected  Professor  of  Engineering ;  and 
Dr.  Wra.  Berney  Saffold  was  elected  Professor  of  Greek  ; 
Judge  William  S.  Thorington,  of  Montgomery,  having 
resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  the 
2d  District,  was  elected  Dean  of  the  Law  Faculty  and 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Ormon  Somerville,  Esq.,  of  Tus- 
caloosa, was  elected  a  Professor  of  Law. 

SESSION  OF  THE  BOARD,    JUNE,   1898. 

At  the  session  of  the  Board  in  June,  1898,  the  entire 
faculty  was  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  Pro- 
fessor George  G.  Browneli,  of  New  York,  was  elected  in- 
structor of  Romance  Languages,  which  includes  Spanish, 
French  and  Italian,  and  at  the  same  time  Dr.  H.  A. 
Say  re,  of  Montgomery,  was  elected  Professor  of  Physics, 
and  Professor  A.  A.  Persons,  of  Florida,  was  elected 
Professor  of  Chemistry.  Dr.  Wm.  G.  Somerville  was 
elected  Surgeon  of  the  Cadet  Corps,  and  the  Hon.  Wil- 
liam C.  Fitts,  late  Attorney  General  of  Alabama,  was 
elected  Land  Commissioner. 

At  the  same  time  the  Board  recognized  the  necessity  of 
bringing  the  University  into  closer  relations  with  the 
teachers  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Alabama  and  in  order 
to  open  the  University  to  those  teachers,  made  provision 
for  holding  a  Summer  school  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  at  which  they  and  all  others  who  desired  to 
obtain  the  advantages  that  such  a  school  would  afford, 
might  attend.  It  is  to  be  hoped  in  this  way  many  of  the 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Alabama  will  next  sum- 
mer, and  each  summer  thereafter,  be  induced  by  the  eco- 
nomical provisions  which  will  be  made  for  their  board 
and  instruction,  to  attend  that  school. 
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YOUNG  WOMEN  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

As  shown  in  the  first  part  of  this  report,  15  young  wo- 
men, daughters  of  Alabama,  were  in  attendance  during 
1897-1898  in  the  several  schoo's  of  the  University.  And 
such  was  the  demand  for  increase!  facilities  in  that  di- 
rection, which  came  up  from  many  parts  of  the  State, 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  June,  1898,  found  it  to  be 
their  duty  to  go  a  step  further  in  that  direction  ;  and  de- 
termined to  provide  on  a  small  scale  a  home,  in  close 
proximity  to  the  University,  where  a  limited  number  of 
mature  young  women,  who  lived  at  a  distance  from  Tus- 
caloosa, might  be  cared  for,  and  matriculate  as  students 
of  the  University.  To  this  end,  the  board  of  Trustees 
organized  the  Julia  S.  Tutwiler  Annex,  and  have  fitted 
up  the  two  story  residence  near  the  President's  house, 
fronting  on  Tuscaloosa  Avenue,  which  for  many  years 
has  been  occupied  by  the  Quarter  Master  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  a  place  of  residence ,  for  young  women,  from  a 
distance  ;  and  at  this  time  there  are  in  the  Annex  ten 
young  women  who  are  daily  pursuing  their  studies  in 
the  halls  of  the  University.  These  together  with  16  oth- 
ers, who  reside  in  Tuscaloosa  or  near  the  University, 
make  the  26  young  women  who  are  now  regular  stu- 
dents. It  is  with  great  pride  and  pleasure  that  we  can 
say,  it  is  the  testimony  every  member  of  the  Faculty  and 
of  the  President  that  the  presence  of  these  young  ladies 
in  the  various  class  rooms  has  a  splendid  effect  in  every 
way  upon  the  young  men  who  compose  the  great  body  of 
students.  Their  presence  stimulates  the  young  men  to 
greater  diligence  in  their  studies  and  to  a  higher  degree 
of  decorum  in  the  class  rooms.  And  from  this  small  be- 
ginning, it  is  our  confident  hope  and  expectation  that  in 
a  year  or  two  at  the  farthest,  our  finances  will  be  taxed 
for  erecting  an  appropriate  building  of  much  larger  pro- 
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portions   to  accommodate  a  much  larger  attendance    of 
young  women  from  ail  parts  of  the  State. 


ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  advisory  committee  of  the  Society  of  the  Alamni 
of  the  University  is  composed  of  the  following  gentle- 
men :  Dr.  John  Massey,  of  Tuskegee,  S.  A.  Wood,  Esq., 
of  Birmingham,  and  Phares  Coleman,  Esq.,  of  Mont- 
gomery, and  these  gentlemen,  by  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  met  with  the  Board  at  its  last  sitting  and  by 
their  conservative  counsel  and  advice,  gave  and  will 
hereafter  give  valuable  aid  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
Board. 

DEATH    OF    THE    HONORABLE    WILLIS    G.    CLARK. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  and  sorrow  that  we  have  to 
report  the  fact  that,  since  the  meeting   of  this  board  in 
June  last,  the  Hon.  Willis  G.  Clark,  who   for  so  long  a 
time,  and  so    faithfully,  has  discharged    the    duties   of 
Trustee  from  the  First  Congressional    District,    died   in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  where  he  had  gone  for    rest    and 
recreation.     His  death  will  long  be  felt  as  a  very  great 
loss  to  the  State  of  Alabama,  but  particularly  to    the 
University  of  Alabama,  his  devotion  to  which  he  had 
shown  by  so  many  years  of  sacrifice  and  service .     He  was 
the  oldest  member  of  this  board .     He  has  taken  an  active 
part  in  all  the  work  which  has  been  accomplished,  since 
1884,  and  before  that  time,  in  raising  the  University  from 
its    ashes,   and  restoring    its  buildings    with  the  funds 
raised  by  the  munificent  grant  of  lands  made  by  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  the  University  in  that  year. 
He  was  the  chairman  of  what  was  known  as  the    land 
committee  which  superintended  the  sale  of  coal  lands 
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and  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  in  the  work  of  recon- 
struction and  in  the  purchase  of  the  Chemical  and  Phys- 
icial  Laboratory.  The  cheerfulness  with  which  Mr. 
Clark  labored  in  all  that  appertained  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  University  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  of 
us  whose  pleasure  it  was  to  serve  with  him  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees  ;  and  his  name  is  indissolubly  linked  with 
the  present,  past  and  future  usefulness  of  this  institu- 
tion of  learning, 

LAND    DEPARTMENT. 

In  June  1895  the  Board  of  Trustees  having  completed 
the  erection  of  all  the  buildings  which  the  number  of  stu- 
dents then  in  attendence  upon  the  University  made  nec- 
essary and  having  sold,  as  heretofore  reported  to  you, 
14,176  acres  of  land  granted  by  the  act  of  Congress  of 
1884, leaving  still  belonging  to  the  University  about  32,- 
000  acres  of  land  of  that  body,  deemed  it  wisest  and  best 
that  no  more  land  should  be  sold  at  this  time  ;  but  that, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  policy  in  regard  to  these  coal 
lands  should  be  to  lease  them  on  a  royalty  to  responsible 
parties.  A  resolution  of  the  Board  to  that  effect  was 
adopted  and  in  pursuance  of  that  resolution, on  the  16th 
day  of  May  1896,  a  lease  of  600  acres  of  the  University 
coal  lands,  located  about  six  miles  from  Blocton  on  the 
B.  B.  &  B.  Railway  was  made  to  Messrs.  Aldrich,  Camp- 
bell &  Thomas  at  a  royalty  or  rental  of  7c.  per  ton.  This 
royalty  or  rent,  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  is  paid  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  goes  into  the  University  fund  for  expenditure 
in  the  current  expenses  of  the  institution.  During  the 
scholastic  years  1895-96  the  royalty  of  coal  shipped  from 
the  Aldrich  mines  averaged  about  $111  per  month. 
During  the  scholastic  years  1896-97  this  royalty  amount- 
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ed  to  $3,656.13  or  about  $300  per  month,  and  during  the 
scholastic  years  1897-98  it  amounted  to  $4,667.89,  or 
nearly  $400  per  month.  These  royalties  are  acounted 
for  in  the  Treasurer's  report  made  to  the  Trustees,  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto. 

FINANCIAL    REPOHT. 

For  many  years  past,  as  you  doubtless  know,  prior  to 
January  1,  1898,  the  State  of  Alabama  has  annually 
paid  to  the  University  8  per  cent,  on  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  that  is,  $24,000  per  annum,  payable 
semi  annually,  on  $12,000  on  the  1st  day  of  January  and 
$12,000  on  the  1st  day  of  July.  This  amount  was  in- 
sufficient to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  University, 
and  had  to  be  supplemented  from  je'dr  to  year  by  from 
$2,500  to  $;',000,  drawn  from  the  cadets  in  thewayof 
incidental  fees  and  in  board  and  other  charges  in  excess 
of  the  cost  of  such  board.  This  was  so  because  rio  tui-~; 
tion  has  been  charged  the  sons  of  any  citizen  of  Alabama 
for  many  years.  These  exira  charges  imposed  upon  the' 
student  body  ran  up  the  necessary  expanses  of  each  ca- 
det to  about  $175  per  session  of  nine  months.  It  has 
been  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
many  years  to  cut  off  all  such  charges  of  incidental  fees  : 
and  to  reduce  the  charge  for  board  to  below  $12  per' 
month.  But  not  until  the  Legislature  came  to  the  relief 
of  the  University,  at  its  session  of  1896-18^7,  and  made 
an  extra  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  calendar  year 
1898  and  a  like  amount  for  the  calendar  year  1899  could 
this  be  done.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
June,  1897,  a  few  months  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
the  Legislature  making  that  appropriation,  although  the 
first  installment  of  $5,000  could  not  be  secured  until  Jan- 
uary 1,  1898,  the  Board  of  Trustees  applied  the  knife  by 
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cutting  off  the  charge  of  $15  incidental  fee,  which  had 
been  therefore  charged  each  student,  and  other  extra 
charges,  and  reduced  the  board  in  the  mess  hall  from 
$12  to  $10  per  month.  In  all,  these  reductions  amount- 
ed to  $42.50  per  session  of  nine  months  ;  thereby  reduc- 
ing the  total  necessary  expenses  of  a  cadet,  as  stated  in 
tha  first  part  of  this  report,  from  $172.50  to  $130.  Not- 
withstanding this  reduction  in  the  price  of  board,  by  a 
very  economical  administration,  the  entire  expenses  of 
the  Quartermaster's  department,  which  includes  the  ex- 
penses of  the  mess  hall,  have  been  so  controlled  that, 
for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years,  the  cadet  fund 
account  has  not  had  a  deficit,  but  has  been  self-support- 
ing. We  hereto  attach  an  itemized  statement  of  the  ac- 
count of  our  much  respected  Treasurer,  the  Hon.  James 
H.  Fitts,  showing  the  receipts  and  the  disbursements  in 
the  University  fund  account  for  1896-1897,  marked  Ex- 
hibit A,  and  the  same  account  for  1897-1898,  marked 
Exhibit  B,  and  an  itemized  account  of  the  same  officer 
with  the  cadet  fund  for  the  year  1896-1897,  marked  Ex- 
hibit C,  and  of  the  same  fund  for  the  year  1897-1898, 
marked  Exhibit  D  ;  and  also  the  itemized  account  of 
James  H.  Fitts,  Treasurer,  with  the  investment  fund  for 
the  year  1896-1897,  marked  Exhibit  E  ;  and  also  his  item- 
ized account  of  the  same  fund  for  the  year  1897-98, marked 
Exhibit  F  ;  and  the  itemized  account  of  James  H.  Fitts, 
Treasurer,  with  the  building  fund  for  the  year  1896-1897, 
marked  Exhibit  G  ;  (at  the  June  session  of  the  board, 
1897,  the  building  fund  account  was  closed  and  the  bal- 
ance transferred  to  the  land  account) ,  And  we  also 
hereto  attach  as  part  of  this  report  the  itemized  account 
of  J.  H.  Fitts,  Treasurer,  with  the  land  fund  for  the 
year  1896-1897,  marked  Exhibit  H;  and  the  itemized 
account  of  J.  H.  Fitts,  Esq.,  Treasurer,  with  the  land 
fund  for  the  year  1897-1898,  marked  Exhibit  I. 
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These  several  exhibits  show  in  detail  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  money  in  carrying  on  the  University 
during  the  scholastic  year  1896-181*7  and  1897-1898.  In 
addition  to  the  $24,000  paid  by  the  State  during  1897- 
1898,  the  royalty  on  coal  received  was  $3,605.13  ;  and 
there  was  collected  of  interest  on  purchase  money  notes 
given  for  lands  sold,  which  included  several  years  ac- 
crued interest,  the  sum  of  $2,020.65,  the  latter  sum  we 
cannot  expect  to  receive  in  the  future.  In  the  Univer- 
sity fund  account  there  is  an  item  of*  $3,246.45,  paid 
into  that  fund  account  by  J.  J.  Harris,  Quartermaster, 
that  being  the  amount  of  incidental  fees,  tuition  and 
other  extra  charges  derived  from  the  cadets.  This  is  no 
longer  available,  since  the  reduction  of  the  charges  from 
$172.50  to  $130  per  month  as  above  reported.  The  item 
of  $2,500  which  the  Treasurer  received  from  the  cadet 
fund  was  simply  the  repayment  to  the  University  fund 
of  that  amount  which  had  been  loaned  from  the  Univer- 
sity fund  account  to  the  cadet  fund  to  be  used  in  pur- 
chasing coal  during  th-  summer,  to  be  returned  and  is 
not  a  proper  item  to  be  considered  in  estimating  the  true 
amount  of  the  University  income.  The  total  receipts  on 
the  University  fund  account  during  1896-1897  was 
$36,325.58,  and  of  this,  as  above  stated,  over  $3,000  was 
paid  by  the  students  and  over  $2,000  was  the  accumu- 
lated interest  on  land  notes  and  the  $2,500  repaid  to  that 
fund  from  the  cadet  fund,  which  last,  includes  money 
paid  by  students  for  board,  fuel,  lights  and  washing  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  disbursements  of  the  University  fund  for  the  year 
1896-1897  is  $33,886.54.  This  shows  an  apparent  bal- 
ance in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  due  that  fund  of 
$2,639.04  ;  but  in  fact  it  requires  that  entire  amount  and 
more,    to   make   the  payments  which  were  due  to    the. 
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members  of  the  faculty  and  other  expenses  of  the  schol- 
astic year  which  did  not  close  until  July  1st,  1897,  so 
that  rhere  was  really  no  balance  of  the  University 
fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  when  these  salaries 
and  expenses  that  were  paid  during  the  latter  part  o£ 
June  had  been  paid. 

Exhibit  B  shows  the  condition  of  the  University  fund 
for  the  year  1897-1898  ;  the  total  receipts  therein  was 
$38,607.71,  which  includes  the  first  installment  of 
$5  000,  of  the  additional  appropriation  made  in  Febru- 
ary 1897  and  received  January  1st,  1898.  It  also  in- 
cludes balance  $3,629.14  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at 
the  'date  of  the  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
June  [r>,  1897.  The  total  disbursements  Up  to  the  date 
of  the  meeting  of  the  board,  June  20,  1898,  was 
$37.  i   thus' leaving    a  balance,   then  reported,  of 

$666.37  only,  so  that  this  amount  was  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  payment  of  monthly  salaries  during  the  month 
of  June  1898  and  other  r 

before  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  ending  June  30,. 
1898.  The  tuition  fee  amounting  to. $400. 82,  was  what 
was  paid  by  law  students  and  young  men  from  other- 
states.  The  cadet  fund  account  for  1896-1897,  shows  a 
total  receipt  of  $16,532,48  and  total  disbursements 
amounted  to  $16,514.69,  $11,765.77  of  those  receipts 
was  paid  by  the  students  for  board,  light,  fuel,  washing 
and  attendants,  the  balance  was  borrowed  from  the 
University  fund.  The  cadet  fund  account  for  1897-1898 
shows  of  receipts  during  that  year  from  all  sources,  a 
total  of  $16,853.26,  which  includes  a  small  balance  from 
the  year  before  of  $17.79  and  the  total  disburbursements. 
$15,907.15,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  that  fund 
with  which  to  purchase  supplies  of  coal,  of  C946.ll,  as 
against  a  balance  of  only  $17.79  the  year  before.  This 
creditable  showing  in    the  cadet  fund,  notwithstanding 
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the  reduction  of  board  from  $12  to  $10  per  month,  is 
due  to  the  wise  ouggesti  ms  of  the  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity, Dr.  James  K.  Powers,  whose  vigilance  and 
economy  demonstrate  his  faithfulness  to  duty  on  the 
lin'es  of  economy  and  give  promise  of  a  successful  Uni- 
versity management  in  matters  of  higher  import. 

The  investment  fund  account  for  896-1897,  in  the 
Treasurer's  hands  shows  balance  of  $269.91  in  cash 
and  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  there  are  five  $100 
Class  A,  Alabama  State  coupon  bonds.

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It  is  proper  to  explain  at  this  place  that  in  June,  1897 
the  Board  of  Trustees  re-organized  its  committes,  doing 
away  with  the  building  committee  and  the  land  commit- 
tee and  some  others  and  placing  the  duties  which  had 
heretofore  been  discharged  by  the  land  committee  and 
its  chairman,  on  a  new  committee  called  the  Executive 
committee.  This  last  committee  resolved,  upon  its  or- 
ganization, thst  it  would  not  handle  any  of  the  funds  be- 
longing to  the  University,  nor  draw  any  checks  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  funds  in  his  hands,  derived  from  the  sale 
of  lands,  but  that  all  such  checks  should  be  drawn  by  the 
President  of  the  University  upon  the  Treasurer,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  land  fund,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  committee  of  bills  properly 
rendered. 

In  conclusion  of  this  part  of  our  report,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  body  that 
it,  through  its  President  and  other  officers  has  been  care- 
ful in  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money  ;  that  we  have 
scrutinized  every  demand  for  an  appropriation  and  that 
no  money  has  been  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  by 
an  appropriation  supported  upon  its  merits.  We  would 
especially  invite  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
the  fact,  that  the  extra  $10,000  per  amum  received  dur- 
ing the  year  1898  was  absolutely  essential  to  meet  the 
demands  which  were  made  upon  us  ;  that  not  one  dollar 
has  been  extravagantly  expended,  but  that  as  shown  by 
the  figures  above  given,  the  University  could  not  have 
been  run  without  that  appropriation,  and  its  current  ex- 
penses paid,  unless  we  had  resorted  to  the  practice  of 
exacting  from  the  cadets  from  $3,000  to  .$5,000  in  con- 
tingent and  incidental  fees  ;  and  we  could  have  added  to 
the  teaching  force  of  the  University  those  teachers  which 
were  so  necessary,  as  herein  above  reported.  In  this 
onnection  we  would  also  report  that  during  the  year 
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1898  the  University  lost  the  services  of  Lieutenant  Bay- 
lin,  who  had  been  assigned  to  duty  at  the  University  by 
the  War  Department,  as  Professor  of  Military  Science 
and  Tactics  ;  and  who  discharged  the  duties  as  Com- 
mandant. This  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  1898,  and 
just  about  that  time  the  impending  war  with  Spain  made 
it  impossible  for  us  to  obtain  from  the  Government  at 
Washington  the  assignment  of  another  officer  to  dis- 
charge those  duties.  That  necessitated  the  employment, 
of  a  Commandant  from  civil  life,  and  Hon.  Earle  Pettus, 
who  is  now  an  honored  member  of  your  honorable  body, 
was  employed  as  Commandant  of  the  corpse  of  cadets, 
and  Las,  with  great  satisfaction,  discharged  the  duties 
of  that  responsible  position  ;  but  the  salary  of  that  officer 
comes  as  an  additional  tax  upon  the  University  fund, 
which  we  did  not  have  to  pay  so  long  as  we  had  an  offi- 
cer of  the  United'  States  army  detailed  for  that  duty. 
All  useless  expenditures  were  cut  off  by  the  adminis- 
several  app:  jus    which  had  hereto- 

fore been  made  for  assistant  Professors,  Post  Adjutant,, 
&c.,  were  done  away  with  and  every  possible  effort  has 
been  made  to  get  full  value  for  every  expenditure. 

ADDITIONAL  REMARKS^ 

In  addition  to  what  has  been  said  above  about  the  re- 
duction of  the  charge  for  board  to  the  cadets  in  the  mess 
hall,  the  Board  of.  Trustees  have  taken  steps  which  have 
resulted  in  reducing  the  price  of  board  charged  else- 
where to  non-military  students  who  live  out  of  barracks. 
We  have  long  felt  that  the  price  of  board  per  month  in 
the  City,  charged  to  those  who  do  not  live  in  barracks, 
should  be  lessened  ;  and  in  June  last  we  adopted  meas- 
sures  which  have  proved  efficacious,  so  that  seniors  and 
non-military    students   can    now   live  at  an  expense  per- 
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month  about  the  same  as  it  costs  cadets  in  the  barracks. 
It  has  been  the  purpose  and  desire  of  the  Board  to  in- 
duce older  men  throughout  the  State  of  Alabama,  who 
do  not  wish  to  become  cadets,  under  military  discipline 
and  control,  to  attend  ;  and  there  are  quite  a  number  of 
t-hose  who  are  now  matriculates.  It  is  our  desire  to  ex- 
tend this  privilege  to  all  who  are  old  enough,  or  suffici- 
ently matured  in  characrer,  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  offered. 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  ALUMNI. 

This  society  has  co-operated  in  building  up  and  ad- 
vancing the  interest  of  the  University.  Never  before 
have  its  members  taken  such  interest  as  they  do  at  this 
time.  The  advisory  committee  from  that  society  was,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June  1898,  brought  into  the 
Board  as  consulting  members,  and  they  gave  us  assist- 
ance by  their  counsel  and  advice. 

MORAL  TONE  OF  THE  STUDENT  BODY. 

It  is  gratifying  for  us  to  be  able  to  report  the  exist- 
ence of  an  excellent  moral  tone  pervading  the  student 
body,  which  compares  favorably  with  that  of  any  other 
body  of  students  in  this  State  or  any  other  State.  An 
active  working  body  of  Christian  young  men  have  or- 
ganized aud  take  much  interest  in  the  workings  of  a 
Toung  Mens'  Christian  Association  in  the  University. 
It  holds  meetings  in  the  buildings,  which  we  think,  and 
are  informed,  are  largely  attended.  And  the  Board  of 
Trustees  have  encouraged  that  body  of  students  by  ap- 
propriations made  for  fitting  up  for  their  use  a  suitable 
hall.  The  time  may  come,  and  we  hope  will  come  soon, 
when  this  Young  Mens'  Christan  Association  will  re. 
quire  for  its  use  a  separate  building  on  the  campus. 
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Having  thus  completed  the  work  required  by  the 
Statute  Law  of  the  State,  and  we,  on  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  submit  this  report  for  the  information  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  earnestly  ask  that  it  may  be 
carefully  read  and  considered  and  that  the  actions  of 
said  Board  may  be  approved.
